The Appreaching ( anvention for Hevislng the
Bules of the Pariy- The Werk that in Belore
Tt Neeosslty for Heform, nud hew it may he
brought abeut—The iLotton Boronghs of the
Feourth Ward, and thele Wiedeserved Power,

On Monday next, & convention consisting of
throe delegates from each ward lo the elty, 1a to
bo beld for the purpose of revising the rules of
the Republican organization of Philadelphia,
The neceseity for a change has become eo ap-
parent, and the demand for it on the part of the
maas of the party so huperative, that the mans-
gora have been unahle to defer the subject ny
longer. The disgraceful scenes which were
witnessed In some of the Republisan nominating

conventlons l!ast June were too ominous
to be neglected, a cry for reform
weat uwp f{rom the people and the

leading journals, and at last there & to he a
protense at least of attempting to effect a
change. The delegates are selected by the
Exeoutive Committees of the respective wards,
from among thelr own mewbership, and among
these whose names have already becn announced
are rome Lo whom the Republican voters can
look for am bonest and determined «fort to
purify and eimplity the party machinery in this
city. Whether or not the wen who are anxioua
to aceomplieh this desirable object will be able
to comtrol the actlon of the convention, time
alone can decide.

The Prewent lHules of the Hepublican Party
may be briefly summurized np as foillows: —

In each ward there 8 nn organizacton knows as
the “Union Republican Association,” mde ap of all
tle volers in the ward who are known to be mem-
bhim of the party, or o sympathy with {ts prioclples
Tlese aseociations are rsuscituled aanually for the
yearly campaign on the evenlng of the dreat Mon-
day of May.

In cach ward there 18 an executive commitice,
conslsiing of three members from each election
division, and eleoted at the regn'ar sonual primary
clections, when ench person v tea for two persons
in his divislon, and the tore« highess on the poll fa
the division are declared elected. Tnls execative
committee has the general control and supervision
of the campalgn (0 the ward, and ls empowered b
ull all vacanolos on the ward ticket cansed by the
death or declination of any cardidate thereon, if
such vacancy happens witoln six days proceding
the eleotion,

The City Execative Comm'ttee (4 mad= ap of ons
member from each ward, elested by the sevural
ward executiwe commitiees, anl has the general
control and supervision of the campalgn throaghons
the city, and the power to 1] any vacancy upon the
clty and county ticket, by the declination or death
of any oandidace thereon, that may ocour within ten
days preceding the election.

There {8 & separale convention held far nomi-
nating a candldate for ench cily nod county ofon,
exocept (o the case of the judiclary, ln which a slngie
conveation placea in nomloation caudidatss for all
pending or approssllag vacancies, These conven-
tions are made up of one delegate from each alec.
tlon division in the cliy—207 in pumber at present —
clected at the aunual primary clections, except in
special casos. The Congressiovnl, Sonatorial, Rapre-
pentative, and Surveyors’ conveuntions conslst of one
delegate from each election division within the
limits of thelr terrritory. The candidates for ward
ofMces are all pominated by conventions In the re-
epective warids composed of two delegates from gach
election division, No person wbo 18 elected
a delegate to any conventlon can appoint
a4 Gsubstitute or be & member of  more
than one conveption, nor can asy delegate be o
candidate before the convention of which he {5 a
wember, or gerve (none of the city convensions If
he has acted as an oMeer at the primary elections,
The ward conventions are required to gssemnie ut 8
o'clock on the evening of the day next succeeding
thelr election, and all the other c¢onventions nt 10
o'clook on the mornlog of that day; andall the ein-
ventlons are required to remain in secrel gession
(ndmitting only reporters of the public press at
their disoretion) until they have completed thelr
nominations. When any candidate placed in nomi-
nation declines or dles more than ten days before
the eleotlon in ¢ase of & city oMcer, or 8IX days in
case of & ward ofMicer, the convention nominating
him is required to reassemble to il the vacancy on
the tickel.

Before participating in the primary elections, each
voter must be registered In his division by the Board
of Reglatering OMcers, which consists of the Repub-
lican Judge, or reguiar candidate for Judge, and the
Inspectors of Fiection elected in October preceding,
and the Executive Commitiee of each election divi-
sion. Ewvery person who wad a qualified voter in his
division at the preceding election who Is known to
the Board of Kegistering OmMeers Lo be a memnher of
the Republicau party is to be placed on the registry
1ist of hia divi#ton ; avd on the first Taesday in June,

from 4 to 6 o'clock . M., the Board 8 required to |
meet for the purpose of adding to the list the names |

of all who claim the right to vote and have notl pre-
viously been registered, and no names can be added
alter that tme. A majority of the reglstering omnl-
cers must be satisfied of the right of the clalmant to
vote, and In case such majority are setlsfied that any
person has been lmproperly reglstered, his name
must be ernsed.

The annual primary elections are held on the
secoud Tuesday in June, betweoen 4 and 8 o'clock 1.
M. Tpe*Reputlican judges and lnspectors elected
at the preceding general election conduct the pri-
wary election, and in preciocts that falled to elect
the regular Republican candidates for judge
and luspectors, euch candidates shall be the judge
and inspectors, All vacancieg In the Board of Rlec-
tion OMeers are filled by the remaining election om-
cers, In connection vkt the Division Execative
Committee, Allthese electivn oiflcers are réqalred
10 awear or allirnm that they wiil falthfally condact
the electioa; and after it ls conclnded, they are re-
gulired to deposit a true return of the votes with the
President of the Ward Executive Committee, and to
furnish to al persons elected certificates of suoch
L1 t.:lloll..

The Revised Domocratie Huloa,

In Augrust, 1860, the rules of the Democratic
organization, which bad previously been much
the same as those of the Republicans, were ma-
terially modified; and, as there will probably be
an attempt on the part of some ol the members
of the approaching convention o lograft the
vew Democratic sysiem uvpon the Republican
party, in whole or in part, it §s worth while to
glance in this connectlon at the machinery of
our antagonisis,

The eecond runle of the revised Democratic
code rends as follows: —

Rule 27 provides for a separate conveation for the
pomination of & candidate for each <y or county
offios, abd that not more than one such capdidate
shall be nominated Ly any one convention. Al ihe
candidates for udicial positions, howover, are nomi-
nated by a singie convention, as before.  Lack wan)

{8 entitled to three delegatos in onch of the oity and
county conventions, and in the Judeial Convention,
A0 [hat the nominsting conclaves of the Democracy
conslst of but elghty-four members each. The dele-
gates Lo thess nominating conventions are salected
by the “ward delogate conventions” on the day fol-
lowing the primary cleotions, each member votlng
for but two delegates to the nominsting conventions,
while the three having the highest namber of voles
are deciared eleoted,

By the provisions of rule 81 the Oity Ereontive
Commitiee I8 required to select by ballot one of (t8
own members to organize each of the oity, county,
and judiolal conventiona, the person 8o selected not
to be & member of any of thess coanveations
The temporary organizer thus appointed Is required
to proceed to the place where the convention al-
fotted him Is to meet, to oall the body to order, and
to preside over its del berations until a permanent
organization 1s effectod | and, as soon as this tasx s
accomplished, it 18 made his doty to retire, and re-
port his action to tha City Execatlve Committee,

The changes brought about In this way wers
Inaugurated at the recent nominating conven-
tions of the Demoeracy, and to all appearances
worked well. Toe city conventions being made
np of only 84 members each, Instead of
#5, were much lesa unwioldy than before, and
the selectlon of temporary orgavizers by the
Executive Committee prevented a row between
the factions for the control of the temporary
organization. For the first time In the recent
bistory of the Democratic party of Philadel-
phia, a delegate to one of their conventions
stood a falr chanco of petting throngh with his
patriotic task without receiviog a broken head,
nud the conventions were models of order and
decency.

The Delegnte Election Syatem,

But the Democrais did not go far enough in
their experiment at reform, and la thelr origaal-
zatlon, as in the Republican, the greatest source
of corruption and fraud remained untouched.
The delegate election sysiem is radically wrong
ard lnberently frandulent, and no substantial or
eatisfactory reform can be hoped for until it is
utterly overthrown. The city of Philadelphia
is at vresent divided into 307 election divisions,
and, a8 will be eeen from the summary of the
Republican roles given above, each of these
divicions has an equnal representation in all
nomlusting conventions, whether loeal or gene-
ral.  If the Republican voting population of
the 307 divisions were the eame, or approached
equality in poiot of numbers, the ease would be
different. Unequal as they are, equality of repre-
ceutatior 15 a manifest lujustice which demands
an immediate and radical remedy.

The last full vote polled in Poiladelphia, with-
out being subsequently tampered with by the
Return Judges or the couris, was that cast
for Auditor-Genernl of the State in October,
1808, reaching on the Republican side a total of
€0,668. This vote fell but 523 below that cast
for the Grant Electoral ticket in November,
1868, and was 9461 larger than the vote polled
by Governor Geary in October, 1580, [t may
therefore be taken as o fuir catimate of the full
Republican strength of the city at present; and
taking it as such, wo are able to show the actusl
and the proper representation of the R :publican
voters of each ward in the nominating conven-
tions of the party. The 507 delegates having wn
aggregale constituency of 60,063, their average
cunstituency i« a litile below 200 voters. Making
falrallowances for fractions of a full constituency
of 200 voters, we have the following result, the
wards marked thus (*) being those in which the
Republicans were In the majority in Octaber,
1868 —
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This simple table tells the whole story, but a
little exposition of ite details will not be amiss.
The last vote in the city of which we bave the
detalls by divisions In priot and accessible for
present purposes, is that cast for President in
November, 1868, when the strength of the party
was fairly polled, and no changes in the returns
made which will affect our purpose of compari-
son. At this time, however, there were but 270
election divisions, thirty-seven having been
since created by the splitting up of some of the
more populous divislons. The Republican vole
was 00,985, which, divided among 270 divisions,
glves an average Republican voting populstion
of about 225. But, when we turn to the Repub-
lican vote of the difierent divisions we find it
rapging na follows In each of the wards: —

bas since been increased from 8 to 14, The
next bighest, 522, waus in the Fifteenth ward, in
which the divisions have been increased from
141019, The next highest, 455, was in the
Twentleth ward, where there are pow 25 divi-
slops instead of 16. Thus sowme of the moat
glaring wropgs Intlictsd upon she Repablicans
in the divisions which poll the large Republican
votes have been remedied, and the strength of
the rotten boroughs correspondingly dimio-
ished. But we believe thet none of the dlvi-
slope in which the Repablicsn voters are o mere
handful have Leen consolldated, a8 shey should
be, to give our delegate elections a shadow ef
justice. There are il a1 least 5 divisions In
which the Republican vote s below 50, and 27
altogether in which it is Lelow 100. These 27
divisions, by thelr representstives in the differ-
ent eonventions, ean and do dletate to the Re-
publican party of Phlladelphia the names of Ite
candidates, The usual cry ln urgiog politiesl
reform 18 to defend the minority from the ma-

jority; but kere it s reversed. sad the majority
| dewand w0 W relessed from the mischievoas
| swuy of the miuoriy.

There {8 no justice ln allowing 50 Republicans
in the Fourth ward as much volos in the manage-
ment of the party as is accorded to 800 in the
Teoth ward; there is no justice in allowing the
1184 Ropubliean voters of the Fourth ward 11
represontatives in the conventions of the party
while tho 2538 Republican voters of the Tenth
ward have but 12, In giving 8 delegates to the
1100 Republicen volers of the Eleventh ward
and the samo number to the 2310 Republican
voters of the Thirtecenth ward; there is no jus-
tice in sccording to about 18,000 voters in 108
election divisions hall as much weight in the
counsele of the party as is nccorded o the 47,000
in the remaining 204 divisions, To elaim that
there 1s no remedy for this and other defects of
the system of nominating candidates In vogue
in this city, Is to defly common sense; to clalm
that there I no demand for the applieation of a
remedy is to defy the volce of all the party ex-
cept such as are interosted directly in maliotain-
ing this defoctive aystem.

It is not our present purpose (o attempt o dis-
cussion of the merits of the possible projects of
reform that may be entertalned st the approach-
ing Convention. Wo have shown, in a few |
sturtling figures, the enormity of the inequality
of representation which demaads equalization,
and this is but one of the many defects to be
found In our present organization. We trust
that the Convention will not adjourn withouat
doing eomething to purify and strengthen the
party in this city. DBut o few words on what is
known as

The Crawford County Hystem

will not be amiss. Of all the schemes that
have yet been proposed here or elsewhere, this
is the only one which affords a prospect of [all |
relief from the ovils and defects of the old gys-
tem. It consists simply in the holdiong of an in-
forma! election, under the supervision of the
recognized party organization, each voter cest-
ing o ballotfor his first cholee for any sod every
oflice to be filled. The highest on the poll be-
comes LLe candidate, aud around him those who
made other candidates for the nominatioa their
first cholee are expected to rally at the rezular
clection. This system i now in operation in
many of the interior counties of the State,
among them being Crawford, Westmoreland,
Indians, Lancaster, and Allegheny. Wherever
it has bad a fair and impartial trial, it has
worked admirably, and fully satisfied the expec-
tations of its advocates, and sooner or later it
is destined to epread over the entire Siate.

We have before us the official returns of the
Republican primary election held undor the
Crawford county system m Lancaster cousty,
on the 25th of Augnst, 1869, A briefl annlysis
of the figures will serve to show how the system
operates in Lhe county polling the heaviest Re-
publican vote outside of Philadelphia and Alle-
gheny. The vote for candidates for the nomi-
natlons for the positlons named below was as
follows: —

The average vote [or candidates for the four
poeitions named above at the primary election
of Avzust, 1869, was 11,204, and the vote at the
reguiar election next ensning, as shown, 13,804,
or slightly in excess of the average vote for six
years. This gives a fraction over 81 per cent.
of the Republican vote in Oectober, 1509, and a
little lesa than 71 per cent. of the highe«st Re-
publican vote ever polled in the county, as belng
drawn out by the Crawford counly system at a
primary election in which thero was no vita

natiosal lssue at stake. And for the
vomination for which there was
but & siogle aspirant the vote at the

primary election is seen to have tallen ouly 408
behind the aggregate vote for the eloven aspi-
rapts for another nomipation. Such a result,
when compared with the beggarly proportion
brought out by the old system—never reaching
tbese fizures and baelng usually not half as large
—IJs the most conclusive argument that can be
adduced in favor of adopting the new system,
the only argument that should be needed to in-
duce the coming convention to adopt it. Under
the systein now In vogue here, the great muss
of the party have but a slim ehance for a just
and impartial bearing, and this chance they set
but litde value upon; under the Urawford
county system they have every chance to be
heard, and, aa the result shows, they are accus-
tomed to make the most of their opportunity.
The Chester Uounty System.

In Chester county a system is in vogue which
accomplishea the objects simed at by the Craw
ford eounty systemn, under eertaln eonditions.
But one convention 15 held, and each delegate
is bound to follow the lostructions of a majority
of his constituents. The voters at the primary |
olections write below the name of their choice
for delegate the pame of thelr chole:
for each office for which & nomination 1a to be
made. A count of these Instroctions la made
by the election officers, and the delogate, be-
coming u mere machine, casts his vote in the
conventlon on each nomination o sccordanee
with the reaglt. 1f be fails to comply with his
instructions, he will scarcely have the hardinood
to present himeelf again as a candidate for dele-
grate. In case the constituencles of the delegates
are equal or nearly €0, or In case they are |
equalized by aregular apportionment after evch
avnus! election, this Aystems of nstroction
